This less than one square mile island is an uninhabited atoll 
located just north of the equator in the Pacific Ocean about 1,920 
miles southwest of Oahu, almost halfway between Hawaii and 
Australia. Its nearest neighbor is Howland Island, 42 mi to the 
north-northwest. Both have been territories of the United States 
since 1857, though the United Kingdom considered them part of 
the British Empire between 1897 and 1936. The island became a 
federal wildlife refuge in 1974.

When will lreceive my ballot? Our ByLaws require that you receive your ballot at least two weeks prior 
to November’s General Membership Meeting. Since that meeting will be on November 19" that 
means you should receive your ballot by November via 


How will | receive my ballot? A link to our ballot on Constant Contact will be sent to the email address 
you indicated when you joined or renewed your membership. Those who paid extra for mail delivery of 
the Carrier will also receive a printed ballot. 


What if | did not include my email with my membership enrollment and did not pay for mail delivery? 
We can only provide you with the Constant Contact link if you’ve provided your email. This also 


includes famiy members who are MDARC members, but for whom we do not have a separate email. 
You can correct this by contacting Jan Kulisek, KM6NFC who is the Membership Chair and giving him 
the missing email addresses. 


What candidates will be on the ballot? Candidates that have been submitted to the Election 
Committee by November 1* will be included on the ballot. 


Why November 1°? The ByLaws require us to mail ballots to those who paid extra to receive a printed 
copy of the Carrier mailed to them, so we must have a ballot available to send to these members and 
at the same time allow time for the US Postal Service to deliver the ballot by the 5th 


Can I still nominate candidates after November 1°? Yes, the Election Committee will accept additional 
nominations up to and including our November 19" General Membership Meeting. 


When must MDARC receive the ballots? The ByLaws require that ballots must be received at least two 
days prior to November’s General Membership Meeting. Therefore, no ballots will be accepted after 
November 17". Note that the link with Constant Contact provides an electronic record of your vote 
and no additional action needs to be taken. Mail-in ballots must be received by November i 


Can | nominate a candidate at the November Geeral Membership Meeting? Yes, the Election

Can | still vote at November’s General Meeting on the 19th Yes, if you have not voted earlier, you may 
vote at this time. If you are using Zoom, this will be done via the chat feature to one of the Election

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TELEGRAPH KEY OF THE MONTH

photoby Nye Viking SPEED-X Master Key 
WJ1B Model 330 


E.F. Johnson Company acquired the SPEED- 
X telegraph key business from Les Logan in 
1947. In 1972, the William Nye Company 
purchased the SPEED-X telegraph key and 
Viking antenna tuner designs from Johnson 
and re-branded them as Nye Viking. This 
J» SPEED-X “Master Key” was introduced in 
1979. Its heavy die-cast zinc base features 
Pnote by NOUr an isolated silver contact assembly that kept 
the keying circuit separate from its base, its triumph-style nickel-plated arm and all exterior 
metal parts. The contacts are isolated in a similar fashion as a flameproof key. A small black 
plastic shaft (visible to the right of the spring) is pushed down by the arm on to the contacts 
inside the base to open and close the key. The Master Key came with its own cord wired inside 
the cast zinc base, whose bottom cover could be removed. It did not have a shorting bar. Nye 
built these keys in Bellevue, Washington (using the original molds and castings made by Les 
Logan in the 1930s) before production moved to Priest River, Idaho in 1995.
